Boo The Umpire 
'Nothing cou ld be fu rther from the tru th than 
the claim that the U.S. Su preme Cou rt shou ld 
stay in step with the ex ecu tiv e and legislativ e 
departm ents. 
*In the first place, the other two departments 
oi the gov ernment are rarely in step. The Su ­ 
preme Cou rt’s indispensable role is to bring 
tbeir differences of opinion to a head and get 
them settled. 
‘ Inev itably , when this happens, the ju stices 
ctf the cou rt find themselv es in the middle. 
They are accu sed of bad faith and worse. They 
are charged with the familiar crime of reading 
into the law interpretations which the makers 
of the laws did not pu t there. 
I Their critics point ou t bitterly that they hav e 
arrogated power to themselv es they do not 
hav e u nder the constitu tional laws they are 
charged with interpreting. They are accu sed of 
(» limbing down off the high bench to meddle 
ih m atters that are beneath them, su ch as 
sociology and economics. 
Bu t the strange thing abou t all the accu sa­ 
tions, charges and allegations which are intend­ 
ed to belittle them is that they all hav e been 
heard before — many times. 
That is the way it has been from the begin­ 
ning of the repu blic. 
The Su preme Cou rt is no nearer perfect than 
the ex ecu tiv e and legislativ e departments. It 
does its work, when it is working best, in an 
atmosphere of clashing opinions. Bu t it, too, 
if 
su bject 
to 
correction 
when 
it 
makes 
mistakes. This is the way the United States is 
gov erned. This is the way it was designed to 
be gov erned. 
When Americans boo the u mpire, it does not 
necessarily mean the u mpire is wrong, or that 
his motiv es are qu estionable. It means he has 
ihterv ened in a clash of opinions that has to 
be settled so the game can go on. 
The Su preme Cou rt in the session coming to 
a close has tried to settle an u nu su ally large 
nu mber of issu es that someone, somehow, some­ 
tim e had to settle. The m easu re of its su ccess 
m ay v ery well be the bitterness of the accu sa> 
tions that it has failed u tterly and shou ld be 
cast into ou ter darkness. 


Equality Of Opportunity 


Gov . O’Neill’s recent rem arks on higher edu ­ 
cation hav e inclu ded a phrase that deserv es 
tp be backed u p with details. 
When he speaks of “ equ ality of edu cational 
opportu nity ’’ for stu dents continu ing their edu ­ 
cation bey ond the high - school lev el, the gov ­ 
ernor has in mind a v ast ex tension of state- 
su pported college facilities in Ohio. 
This wou ld be made possible by the continu a­ 
tion of a program already in effect, whereby 
off - campu s stu dents wou ld earn college cre­ 
dits by attending branch institu tions, as well 
as by ex pansion of on-campu s facilities. 
There can be no v alid difference of opinion 
With the gov ernor or with the adm inistrators 
afod edu cators who want to increase the av ail­ 
ability of higher edu cation. 
: Bu t ev entu ally there will hav e to be an agreed 
oji financial policy of what constitu tes “equ ality 
of edu cational opportu nity ” bey ond the point of 
common-school edu cation. The necessity 
for 
agreem ent will come abou t throu gh financial 
problems that will be aggrav ated as optional 
cpllege edu cation 
competes with 
mandatory , 
eoaimon-schcol edu cation for an ev er - larger 
sfcare of pu blic money . This already has oc­ 
cu rred in the u se of money from the fu nds 
made av ailable to pu blic schools and colleges 
fqr capital improv ements. 
-If Ohio is going to prov ide college edu cation 
ipr all who seek it, a financial program shou ld 
be defined by legislativ e enactment, in the same 
way that elementary and high-school financial 
policy has been defined in the School Fou nda­ 
tion Act. 


With Lifted Pinkie 


.If some kind of electronic ex change with the 
Sbv iet Union is worked ou t between the Krem­ 
lin and Washington, the backseat driv ing that 
has plagu ed the Voice of America will be in­ 
tensified. 
.Ev ery body will know ex actly what to beam 
to the su pposedly gu llible Ru ssians to conv ert 
them to capitalism. On the Ru ssian side, there 
will be the sam e certainty abou t the best way 
to conv ert Americans to commu nism. 
^Chances are, moreov er, that the Ru ssians 
Will be tempted to make the same mistake 
that many Americans will be tempted to make. 
They will want to go highbrow. They , too, will 
want to bear down hard on their cu ltu ral as­ 
pects, at the cost of skipping the things Amer­ 
icans wou ld like to know. 
Fortu nately , Americans hav e learned there 
are not m any foreigners who can be held spell­ 
bou nd with the lifted pinkie and the clatter of 
teacu ps. They hav e learned abou t the appeal 
oC popu lar mu sic, horse operas and the down- 
to-earth appeal of the common clay . 
Bu t whether or not the hotshots in charge of 
radio and telev ision ex changes wou ld be sm art 
ertDu gh to take adv antage of what is known 
wou ld be an open qu estion u ntil closed by 
proof to the contrary . The u rge to pu t on airs 
to make a good impression is alway s stronger 
than the u rge to be natu ral.

'W e Proved One Thing — We Can't Go That Way/ 


A small grou p of men were dis­ 
cu ssing recently some of their ex ­ 
periences in try ing to adhere to a 
strict standard of bu siness ethics, 
and how they meet head-on cer­ 
tain practices which are contrary 
to their accepted religiou s beliefs. 
For ex ample, the president of a 
company told of a case in which 
he cou ld hav e taken adv antage of 
a costly error on the part of the 
seller of a piece of property , bu t, 
instead, pointed ou t the error to 
the seller and permitted him to 
change the agreed-u pon contract 
term s. 
A sales m anager rev iewed an in­ 
cident in which he had been of­ 
fered a large order if he wou ld 
retu rn a percentage of the pu r­ 
chase 
price 
to 
one 
of 
the 
cu stom er’s associates. He tu rned 
down the o^der. 


A MANUFACTURER who su p­ 
plies a widely known line of con­ 
fections to retail stores throu ghou t 
the cou ntry referred to his com­ 
pany ’s policy of replacing all old 
and ou tdated merchandise on deal­ 
er’s shelv es 
with 
fresh, 
newly 
made produ cts. He said his com­ 
pany does this to assu re the bu y ­ 
ing pu blic an honest v alu e. 
The fou rth member of the grou p 
was a lawy er, a profession which 
deals in many instances with strife 
and trou ble between people. 
It is generally accepted that a 
lawy er is su pposed to win the case 
for his client, whether the client 
is in the right or in the wrong. 


I 
What did the lawy er in this in­ 
stance hav e to say to his com­ 
panions? How does he represent a 
client’s best interests, and at the 
same time rem ain tru e to his re­ 
ligiou s conv ictions, when he defi­ 
nitely knows his client is in the 
wrong? 
He cited two specific cases to 
ex plain his approach to this prob­ 
lem. One was a property line dis­ 
pu te between the owners of two 
adjoining 
properties. 
His 
client 
was the defendant. 


HE 
CALLED 
the 
interested 
parties to his office and admitted 
that his client was in the wrong. 
He stated that a long, ex pensiv e 
law su it from which he wou ld 
make a sizable fee wou ld be u n­ 
fair to both parties. 
He told them 
he thou ght his 
client shou ld make a reasonable 
pay ment to cov er damages, and 
that 
the 
two 
property 
owners 
shou ld once again become friendly 
neighbors. The case was settled on 
this basis. 
The other case was a div orce 
proceeding. He sat down with the 
hu sband and wife and conv inced 
them they were both wrong, that 
they shou ld make a fresh, new 
start in their m arried life. The 
cou ple accepted his adv ice. There 
was no div orce. 
“ I don’t earn as mu ch money 
this way ,” he said, “ bu t I still 
think I’m representing my clients’ 
best interests. At least I know I 
hav e better clients as a resu lt.” 
Guarding Your Health

Bladder, Bowel Functions 


All parents of small children are 
interested in how soon and how 
well their y ou ngsters acqu ire con­ 
trol ov er their bladder and bowel 
fu nctions. 
Mrs. S. asks for a discu ssion of 
this. Another Mrs. S. wants to 
know whether children shou ld be 
allowed to go two or three day s 
withou t a bowel mov ement. 
Before discu ssing the su bject in 
general, I shou ld say that it is 
probably not good for most chil­ 
dren to go sev eral day s withou t 
normal bowel empty ing. Howev er, 
establishment of a lax ativ e hab­ 
it is also u ndesirable. So if this 
happens often, medical help is 
indicated. 
A healthy baby u su ally begins 
to establish bowel control between 
one and two y ears old. When the 
baby is nine or 10 months old, it 
can be placed for short periods 
on the “potty .” This shou ld be 
done at first with the child ly ing 
down. 
The “potty ” shou ld be u sed reg­ 
u larly at the same time of day , 
u su ally after the first morning 
meal. The mother and the baby 
shou ld not be worn ou t by keeping 
it u p too long. 
Any child enjoy s cleanliness and 
likes to be praised. The parents 
shou ld not scold when the infant 
fails. Once control is established 
and the child is a little older, the 


responsibility for the bowels shou ld 
be placed on the child. 
In small babies the process of 
empty ing the bladder is au tom at­ 
ic. As soon as the bladder is 
stretched to a certain point, the 
nerv es carry the message to the 
spinal cord and the bladder is 
au tomatically emptied. 
Rather gradu ally , the sensation 
of a fu ll bladder begins to be car­ 
ried u p to the brain itself. When 
this dev elops, it is possible for 
the child to control u rination. Un­ 
til the message is receiv ed in the 
brain, howev er, it is u seless to 
ex pect a baby to hav e control 
ov er his bladder fu nctions. 
Bladder control comes slowly . 
Parents shou ld not be concerned 
if their hopefu l does not dev elop 
complete control as soon as some 
other child. 
Sometimes a child wets du ring 
the day or night at three or fou r 
y ears old, or ev en bey ond. Usu ­ 
ally , this is a sign of either rebel­ 
lion on the part of the child or a 
feeling of insecu rity . 
Sometimes su ch children hav e 
had the importance of keeping dry 
ov eremphasized. 
They take 
de­ 
light in fru strating their parents. 
When this is the reason, the par­ 
ents ou ght to pay less attention 
to the whole thing and to show no 
signs of annoy ance when “enu re­ 
sis” as it is called, occu rs. This 
is otfen enou gh to solv e the prob­ 
lem.

bu dget-cu tting ax on the shelf was 
in the pu blic interest.

get 
throu gh 
Congress ith $9 ,300,000 for u se in 
the nex t fiscal y ear. Du ring the 
cu rrent fiscal y ear, the agency has 
some $6 .800.000. 
Practically ev ery ex pert in pu b­ 
lic health agrees that the admin 
istration needs more money to pro­ 
tect the American people from 
u nwittingly 
eating 
poisons 
and 
adu lterated foods. 
The additional fu nds will perm it 
the agency to hire 16 2 new watch­ 
dogs. 
In some cases, a little more 
chopping wou ld hav e been in order. 
Ex ample: 
The 
Hou se, 
pu shed 
by 
some 
newspaper pu blicity , remov ed from 
the Defense Department appropria­ 
tion bill a sentence that wou ld hav e 
forced the Pentagon to keep open 
to 
“u seless” 
hospitals—those 
at 
Waltham, 
Mass., 
and 
at 
Hot 
Springs, Ark. 
The Defense Department has re­ 
peatedly ex pressed a 
desire to 
close the hospiipls, which cost a 
million dollars a y ear to operate 
and hav e three times as many paid 
employ es as they hav e patients. 
The fight has now mov ed ov er 
to the Senate. Sen. John McClel­ 
lan 
(D-Ark.) has already giv en 
notice that he intends to force the 
Pentagon to keep open the Hot 
Springs hospital for another y ear. 
The Massachu setts senators are 
on the spot. The heat from home

LOS ANGELES 
Eris Bu rgess, former chairman 
of the British Interplanetary So­ 
ciety , has rev ealed ex citing plans 
here to send rockets to the moon, 
Mars, Venu s and the su n to take 
“ closeu p” photographs and trans­ 
mit them back to earth. 
Now an associate of the Tele­ 
compu ting Corporation in this city , 
Bu rgess 
contends 
rocketry 
and 
missile knowledge is su fficiently 
adv anced that most of the know­ 
how and “hardw are” is now av ail­ 
able or shortly will be to make 
his proposal feasible. The closest 
ideal date for the project wou ld 
fall this Au g. 27. 
His prim ary plan calls 
for 
a 
mu ltiple - stage rocket to circle 
the moon, take pictu res of the 
nev er-seen far side, 
then retu rn 
close enou gh to earth so an im­ 
pu lse fired at it wou ld trigger a 
facsimile transmission sy stem be­ 
fore the missile sailed 
on 
into 
space, lost forev er. 
Bu rgess, 
acknowledging t h a t 
many of his proposals were giv en 
impetu s by the United States plan 
to send a satellite orbiting abou t 
the earth as part of the Interna­ 
tional Geophy sical Year, estimates 
his moon rocket wou ld weigh no 
more than 200 tons.

N. Ellsworth Av e. died suddenly 
at 11 p.m.

PITTSBURGH GB — U.S. Steel 
Corp. cou ld redu ce steel prices $6 
a ton instead of raising them by 
that amou nt and still enjoy the 
greatest net profit y ear in its his­ 
tory , the president of the United 
Steelworkers said Friday . 
Dav id J. McDonald thu s joined 
some senators and Robert Ander­ 
son, nominee for secretary of the 
treasu ry , in protesting the steel 
price boost. 
U.S. Steel said the price in­ 
crease is necessary to offset what 
it say s is a 21-cent hou rly pack-! 
age pay boost for its employ es 
u nder a three-y ear contract with 
the USW. Both the wage increases 
and price boosts 
are 
effectiv e 
Monday . 
McDonald claims the package; 
wage increase amou nts to 15.5 
cents. He said U.S. Steel ‘seeks 
to hide its fabu lou s growth of 
profits by minimizing them, ex ag­ 
gerates 
the 
wage increase 
re­ 
ceiv ed by its employ es and there­ 
by seeks to pin the blame for 
higher prices on steelworkers and 
their u nion." 
He a dded: 
“Based on the corporation’s own 
figu res of total employ ment and 
hou rs worked, and of shipments 
of finished steel fou nd in the most

report 
issu ed, 
U.S. Steel cou ld absorb the cost 
of the wage increase for the re­

Attorney General 
May Issue Ruling 
On Point System 
COLUMBUS, Ohio u B—Officials 
are wondering today if it might 
take a ru ling by the attorney gen­ 
eral to determine the effectiv e date 
of Ohio’s new penalty point sy s­ 
tem for motorists who v iolate traf­ 
fic laws. 
Statehou se attorney s apparently 
disagree on the effectiv e date. 
Senate clerk Thomas E. Bateman, 
an attorney , say s legislativ e ru les 
make it clear the act became 
operativ e when Gov . C. William 
O’Neill signed it last Satu rday . 
Bu t Sen. Gordon Renner, a Cin­ 
cinnati attorney and former Hou se 
speaker, isn't so su re. Reer say s 
the Ohio Constitu tion requ ires two 
separate v otes in each hou se on 
emergency laws to make them ef­ 
fectiv e u pon signing by the gov er­ 
nor. 
The point sy stem law passed last 
week on the Legislatu re’s final 
adjou rnment day as an emergency 
measu re, to make it effectiv e with­ 
ou t waiting for ex piration of the 
9 0-day period requ ired for regu lar 
enactments. 
The Hou se, with only token op­ 
position, took separate v otes on 
the bill and the emergency clau se. 
Senators on a single roll call v oted 
u nanimou sly for the measu re that 
assesses 
most 
traffic 
v iolators 
from two to six points for each 
conv iction 
or 
bond 
forfeitu re. 
Twelv e points within two y ears 
giv es cou rts the right to su spend 
driv ing licenses for u p to a y ear. 
State Motor Vehicle Registrar 
George C. Braden already has 
started assessing points against 
v iolators reported by cou rts since 
last Satu rday . 
If the law is operativ e as an 
emergency , the points will stick, 
attorney s say . Bu t if it doesn’t 
become operativ e for 9 0 day s be­ 
cau se of the single Senate v ote, 
they say the points assessed du r­ 
ing that period might be chal­ 
lenged su ccessfu lly in cou rt.

“Ju st ou t of breath” was the 
way Forest Fairbrother described 
his feelings when he reached the 
top of the 500-foot detonation tow­ 
er after a 35-minu te climb equ i­ 
v alent to scaling a 50-story bu ild 
ing. 
Fairbrother and Bernard (Bar­ 
ney ) Ru bin of the Univ ersity of 
California 
Liv ermore 
Radiation 
Laboratory and Dr. Robert Bu r­ 
ton of the AEC Sandia Laboratory 
at Albu qu erqu e, N.M., went to the 
top of the tower on the disarming 
mission after the dev ice failed to 
fire y esterday at its schedu led 
hou r of 4:45 a.m.

and Edward R. Tu cker of an in­ 
stru mentation company remained 
at the base of the tower, checking 
instru ments. 
All fiv e emphasized that dis­ 
arming is au tomatically the du ty 
of the arming party . They armed 
the weapon in the early morning 
hou rs y esterday . Dr. Bu rton has 
armed at least 15 nu clear dev ices 
at the Nev ada test site. 
“We hav e to hav e electrical 
power to detonate a dev ice,” Bu r­ 
ton said. “We knew the power was 
off at the control point and off at 
the monitoring station.” The lat­ 
ter is two miles from grou nd zero. 
Bu rton did the actu al disarm­ 
ing by disconnecting two power 
cables at the point where they en­ 
tered the weapon.
